It appears to the Securities and Exchange Commission that there is a lack of current and 
accurate information concerning the securities of TelcoBlue, Inc. (“TelcoBlue”) because 
TelcoBlue has failed to file its last six required periodic reports. 

The Commission is of the opinion that the public interest and the protection of investors 
require a suspension of trading in the securities of the above-listed company.

EST 
on February 22, 2008 through 11:59 p.m. EST on March 6, 2008.
